The President, through Lansing, de 
elined to eomply with that part of the 
Fall resolution asking for diplomatic 
amd eonsuler reports on political con- 
ditions and events in Mexico. 

The Senate was informed that it was 
not compatible with public interests to 
furnish this correspondence, inasmuch 
as it was of a highly confidential nature, 
and ‘‘submitted by consular officers of 
the United States, by diplomatic or con 
sular officers of other governments 
which have graciously consented that 
their officers might supply this Govern 
ment w.th information during the neees- 
sary absence of American representa- 
tives, and by other peroskns residing in 
Mexico,’’ 

As to the ability of Carranza to ful 
fill his promises to protect foreign lives 
and property, Lansing said that under 
all the cireumstances the de faeto Goy 
ernment, which at the time of recogni 
tion controlled more than 75 per cent

GERMAN AIRCRAFT WORK IS BEGUN ON 
RAID BRITISH COAST, MONSTER DRY DOCK 


Two Men and One Boy Killed| Structure to be Built by Union 


and One Marine Wounded 
By Shower of Bombs 


London.—Four German seaplanes 
February 20 made a raid over the 
east and southeast coasts of Eng- 
land, according to an official an- 
nouncement. The total casualties 
are given as two men and one boy 
killed and one marine wounded. 
Considerable material damage was 
done, The official communication 
says: 

“Four German seaplanes made a 
raid over the east and southeast 
coasts at noon. 

“The first raiders, two biplanes, 
appeared over Lowestoft at 10:55 
a.m. They circled over the south 
side of the town for five minutes 
and dropped bombs. In about five 
minutes they rose to a great height 
and vanished. At 11:40 a. m. the 
two seaplanes were again over the 
town and then vanished eastward 
again. 

“Altogether seventeen small high 
explosive bombs were’ dropped. 
There were no casualties. Consid- 
erable damage was caused to out- 
buildings of a restaurant and to two 
dwelling houses. Two naval sea- 
planes went up at 11:05 a. m. and 
pursued the raiders, but without re- 
sult. 

“Meanwhile two German sea- 
planes were making for the Kentish 
coast. They first passed over, the 
Kentish Knock light vessel, drop- 
‘ping bombs in that vicinity at 11:20 
a.m. ‘lhe last raider made straight 
for Walmer. Reaching that town 
at 11:27 a. m., flying at less than 
2500 feet, it dropped six bombs 
and turned sharply to the east. 

“Two of the bombs that fell de- 
stroyed roofs and broke windows in 
the neighborhood. One of them fell 
close to a church, blowing in the 
windows as the congregation was 
singing ‘“‘Te Deum.” A third bomb 
fell on a roadway running along the 
beach, killing one civilian and in- 
juring one marine. 

“The total casualties were two 
men and one boy killed and one 
marine injured. 

“Two of our aeroplanes went up 
from Dover and pursued the raider, 


but apparently could not overtake 
him.” 


EUROPE BUYS AND SELLS 
QUR CONDENSED MILK 


Washington, D, C.—Ameriean  econ- 
densed. milk is enjoying a vogue in Eu 
rope that it never knew in peaceful 
times, The exports from this country 
in 1915 amounted to 76,000,000 pounds 
valued at $6,000,000, uceording to fig 
ures furnished by the Bureau. of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce, and the 
bulk of these exports went to Europe. 
In normal times the value of condensed 
milk sold abroad varies between $1,- 
000,000 and $2,000,000, and ordinarily 
the best customers are Cuba, Panama, 
China, and Mexieo. 

The inereased exports of condensed 
milk to Europe are easy to explain, 
under the circumstances, but there has 
been an inerease in imports from Eu- 
ropean countries that is puzzling. 
Italy’s recent participation in the 
American trade has caused some com- 
ment, but the fact that Holland and 
Switzerland sold much larger quantities 
of milk in the United States in 1915 
than ever before is considered more re- 
markable, for these two countries have 
access to practically all markets in 
Europe. The total imports into the 
United States from all countries in 
1915 were valued at practically $2,- 
000,000, or one-third of the exports, and 
although Canada furnished more than 
half, Holland did a business approxi- 
mating $800,000 as against less than 
$300,000 the year previous. Switzer- 
land now is selling to us at a rate of 

250,000 a year, where formerly prac- 
tically no milk came from that country.

Fresno.—Henry Clay Jones, 36, 
and a resident of this city for the 
last twenty-five years, died here last 
Sunday from injuries received last 
Saturday night when he was struck 
by an automobile driven by Henry 
George. .

Iron Works Will be One of 
the Largest in the World 


San Franciseo.—Preliminary — work 
has begun on *he great dry doek at 
Hunter’s Point in this city, which when 
completed will be probably the largest 
dock of its kind in the world. Mean- 
while the announcement is made, that 
the plans and specifications for the dry 
dock have been completed and contracts 
for the work will be shortly awarded. 

According to estimates of engineers 
the cost of the dock is placed at about 
$2,000,000, and the work of construe 
tion will require. fully two years, 

The Hunter’s Point dry dock will be 
situated at the point near the present 
docks, which are capable of receiving 
quite large vessels. The new dock, how- 
ever, with its length of 1000 feet, will 
be large enough to accommodate the 
largest war ships and passenger steam 
ers afloat. 

The formation at the point is roek, 
which constitutes the best foundation 
for dry docks and assures absolute 
safety against all disturbances, which 
engineers say are liable in less stable 
foundations, Save for a comparatively 
small quantity of earth at the top, the 
excavation will have to be made, by 
blasting away the rock until a cavity is 
dug out to an extent that will allow the 
massive concrete walls forming the dock 
itself... In front of the site the tides 
scour out the bottom of the bay, afford- 
ing deep water at all times of the year 
and at all conditiuns of the tides; so 
ships of the heaviest draft 
into the dock in deep water, 

Soundings show a depth of sixty five 
feet at the dock site, and this, aceord- 
ing to the engineers, is the greatest 
depth at any dry dock in the country, 
the rock bottom of the bay having ne 


may sail 


mud deposits and no dredging being re- 
quired, 

In the constrnetion of the great dock 
the smaller of the present graving docks 
will be destroyed, the excavations cut- 
ting through the small dock almost at 
right angles and obliterating it. The 
present large dock will then be praeti- 
eally parallel with the new one, 

At present work is being pushed night 
and day in the local engincer’s office, 
getting ready the vast volume of data 
necessary for submission to contractors, 
who will make estimates on the work 
of construction. The same energy will 
be applied to construetion, and it is in- 
tended that as many as 500 to 600 men 
will be constantly employed in the werk 
for nearly two years, until its comple: 
tion. 

Howard E, Holmes, the consulting en- 
gineer for construction of the big dry 
dock, has gone East, and it has been 
said that his visit is in conneetion with 
the building of the dock, he having been 
called East for consultation as to the 
gigantic undertaking, 

Construction of this dock is part of 
the program of the Union Iron Works in 
expanding its plant in San Francisco, 
ina conformity with plang which will 
make the works one of the largest and 
most complete of its kind in the world. 

J. A. MeGregor, general manager of 
the Union Iron Works, corroborated the 
statements regarding actual commenco- 
ment of construction of the great dry 
dock. He said that the plans and speci- 
fications had been finished and mueh 
preliminary work had already been done 
in preparation. 

Asked about the estimated cost of the 
work, which had been given at $2,000,- 
000, he said: ‘‘Yes, that is correct. 
The plans are finished and preliminary 
work is in progress and we are prepar- 
ing to build the dock.’’ 

The United States will use the duck 
for its largest warships.

Messages by Searchlight. 

Although searchlight signaling be- 
tween battleships was a means of com- 
munication at sea long before the in- 
troduction of wireless telegraphy, it is 
still utilized. The latest battleships 
of our navy, says Popular Mechanics 
Magazine, have been equipped with 
projectors designed especially for this 
purpose, while the older vessels use 
their regular searchlights for which 
auxiliary shutters are supplied. Lev- 
ers operate these latter members, 
flashing the lights on and off quick- 
ly so that messages may be spelled 
out in dots and dashes, either at day 
or night. For day signaling, the light 
shaft is directed squarely at the ob- 
server, and to make this possible a tele- 
scope is mounted with the projector. 
When atmospheric conditions are good 
the radius of communication is about 
twelve miles in any direction. At 
aight this is obviously much increased, 
tor light may be played on some prom- 
Inent cloud and seen for a distance of 
forty or fifty miles. When there are 
ao clouds, the searchlights may be di- 
rected skyward and their shafts of 
light seen at closer range. The feast- 
bility of launching captive balloons as 
substitutes for cloud banks has been 
\uggested, ‘.
